I his is not used even in a eonunpr^’i l 
drycleaning plant (except in very rare eases when it may be 
used as a reducing bleach) because of the dangers it presents. 
Oxalic 
arid is poisonous, hence should not he kept around the 
home. 
Moreover, it is difficult to rinse it from a fabric, with 
the result that it often causes fabrc deterioration and dis­ 
coloration in a short while.

The rise to 115 per cent of the 
19 47 -19 49 av erage means a three- 
eent hourly wage boost, effectiv e 
next month, for 1,300,000 rail work­ 
ers. 
This will boost annual pay roll 
costs of the railroads by

The index figure announced to­ 
da y records liv ing costs as of Aug. 
15. It adv anced three-tenths of one 
per cent from the month prev ious.

Is Mo v ing at Slo w Pare 


By Drew Pearso n 
W hile A ttorney G eneral H erbert Brownell, 
on the whole, is operating one of the best depart­ 
m ents in the Eisenhower adm inistration, some 
of the corruption cleanups promised by the Re­ 
publicans haven’t been moving at anyw here near 
the pace promised. 
One of the most im portant, the deportation 
of gangsters and under-w orld characters illegai- 
1v residing in the United States, has been espec­ 
ially slow. Though E x-A ttornev G eneral Mc- 
G ranerv listed 133 crim inals and 
underw orld 
leaders illegally in this country, only two have 
been deported in the eight months that have 
passed since Jan ua ry 20. 
The 
Justice 
D epartm ent 
explains 
that 
20 
gangsters are almost ready to be deported: also, 
that it takes time to prepare the papers and 
hear various appeals. A considerable num ber of 
subversives have been added to M cG ranery’s usf, 
it ic also stated. 
Nevertheless, two criminals deported out of ’ 33 
in eight m onths seems like awfully slow work. 
Note- -The most im portant man to watch will be 
Frankie Costello and w hat happens to him. Cos­ 
tello has more political pull in both political 
parties than almost anyone else in N ew York 
City. 
Searching fo r Labo r Secretary 
Ike and his scouts have contacted about every­ 
one on the labor front looking for a good m an 
to take M artin D urkin’s place as secretary of 
labor. 
Chief scout is Vice President Nixon, who used 
the opportunity to m ake a little political hay 
w ith certain labor people. Obviously you don t 
m ake enemies when you call up a labor leader 
or a congressman w ho’s not been too enthusias­ 
tic about Nixon in the past and ask him how 
he would like to be secretary of labor. 
Among those contacted have been Ray Le 
Haney of the Team sters Union in Los Angeles, 
and Congressm an Sam McConnell of P hiladel­ 
phia. Le Haney is secretary-treasurer of the AFL 
union label and service trades and a comer in 
labor ranks. But he’s too forthright a labor man 
to be accepted into the Eisenhower cabinet, and 
Nixon m ust have known it. 
Congressm an McConnell is a 
m iddle-of-the 
road, fairm inded banker who would m ake an 
excellent secretary of labor, but whose exit from 
the house labor committee of which he is chair­ 
man would be a bad blow to labor. 
If McConnell should leave congress and the 
labor committee, he w ould be replaced by one 
of them most reactionary labor-haters in cong­ 
ress, Ralph G w inn of N ew York. Also on the 
house committe as such anti-labor men as W int 
Sm ith of Kansas and Clare Hoffm an of Michigan, 
so Speaker Joe M artin has given the quiet word 
that it w ould be bad for McConnell to vacate 
the chairm anship. 
Jt w on't do labor much good, M artin figures, 
to draft a new T aft-H artley act, then have the 
new chairm an of the labor committee pigeon­ 
hole it. 
A nother m an being pushed for the labor post 
is ex-Congressm an Gerald Landis of Indiana, 
an ex-coal miner.

Pro blems o f Disunity Must 


Be F accd So o n by Demo crats

Adlai Stevenson m ade a joke ab* at it. He said 
the Republicans m ight soon accuse the Demo­ 
crats of enjoying “creeping harm ony.” 


At the well-publicized meeting of Democrats 
in Chicago, signs of party unity did indeed seem 
to be strong. As form er President T rum an con­ 
ceded, being in the minority is partly responsible. 
Nothing unites a group like diversity. Democrats 
in Congress this year gave 
p len ty of evidence 
of that. 
Yet the look of unity is in fact som ewhat de- 
eeptive. The issues that have divided the party 
in the past ha \e not vanished. Civil rights will 
be heard from again, and the battle of n orthern 
liberals and southern conservatives will continue. 
Those m atters lie relatively quiet now because 
the Democrats do not have a President of then' 
own party pressing civil rights legislation or 
liberal reforms. Nothing has occurred so far to 
suggest that the conflicts will not flare anew 
w hen the Democrats get around again to choos­ 
ing a presidential nominee and a piatform. 
There could have been trouble at Chicago over 
the so-called l o ya l t y pledge introduced into the 
convention rules last year. The pledge called on 
all delegates to do all in their power to see that 
convention nominees got on the various state 
ballots under the Democratic label. It was design­ 
ed to take the steam out of revolts like the D ixie- 
crat affair of 1948. 
Rut the preachers of unity prevailed at this 
first im portant Democratic gathering since S te­ 
venson's defeat. A com m ittee was nam ed to 
study the loyalty issue, and a breach now was 
averted. 
As 1956 draw s closer, the dilem ma will have 
to be faced. Moreover, party leaders will have to 
confront the fact that a num ber of southerners 
who bolted to President Eisenhower in 1952 m ay 
not come back into the fold. A few of these w ere 
missing from Chicago this time. It can be glossed 
over now, but not when there’s an election. 
At Chicago the party leaders m ade beginning 
efforts to develop a new set of issues for use 
against the Republican regime in 1954. They 
hope to m ake capital out of falling farm prices.

New So v iet Farm Po licy 


In reversing its farm policies recently, the 
Soviet Union has come up with another of those 
confessions of weakness which have become fa ir­ 
ly common since Stalin died last spring. 
D uring the past few years, the K rem lin has 
had a big drive on to weld together countless 
small farm s into huge collectives w hich would 
m atch in scale the already organized collectives. 
The plan was, in effect, to industrialize agricul­ 
ture, to develop “farm factories.” 
At the same time, the Russians sought firmly 
to discourage the stubborn displays of individual 
enterprise which Soviet peasants have insisted 
upon despite all pressures. Millions of farm ers 
had slyly found w ays to w ork more hours for 
them selves and less for the government. R uth­ 
lessly these practices w ere being stamped out. 
Now it is all changed. The collectivizing drive 
has stopped. And henceforth the peasants will 
be encouraged to produce on a “free enterprise” 
basis. Existing collectives, of course, will go on 
as before. 
The reason is simple but compelling: Russian 
population gains are far outstripping food pro­ 
duction, and all efforts to get bigger output 
through repressive m easures have failed. 


The Will to Go mpro mi*? 


The UN's quick action in barring for the rest of 
this year the issue of adm itting Red China is 
actually a compromise, not a smashing victory 
for the United States. 
Britain and other countries which favor Red 
C hina’s entry into UN have not changed their 
minds. They have m erely agreed to postpone 
their dem ands. 
They did this in the interest of free world 
solidarity. The recent bitter UN fight over the 
question of allowing India to lake part in a Ko- 
rean political conference gave the Communists 
great pleasure. They eniov seeing free nations 
fight among themselves. But Britain and the U S 
were determ ined it would not happen again—at 
least for a good while. 
That the will to compromise the m atter even 
for a few months could exert, itself so forcefully 
as a good sign. We can't expectdo avoid im portant 
differences with our allies.

Rig ht Diet I* Fo llo wed

A Correspondent writes she weighs about fif­ 
teen pounds m ore than she should, but that 
she 
cannot lose on a 1500 calorie diet, even when she 
w alks three miles a day. 
By w ay of prelim inary rem ark, it m ay be said 
that this w riter will not use up m any calories in 
w alking three miles a day. Obviously she needs 
a diet of less than 1500 calories if she is to lose 
her fifteen pounds and get back to her norm al 
weight. 
The am ount of energy used in a day varies 
from one person to another—a farm er or lum ber­ 
m an will use more than someone who sits all day 
at a desk. Consequently, a diet w hich will enable 
one person to shed unw anted poundage will be 
m ore than enough for another. 
The heat and fat producing value of foods is 
m easured in calories. 
Excess calories can be 
stored as fat. so for practical purposes if more 
calories are taken in than are used up a person 
will gam weight. 
The reverse is also true, and reducing diets 
should be carefully planned so they contain 
enough of the necessary food-stuffs rich in pro­ 
tein, m inerals and vitamins. 
In general, a reducing diet should be low in 
fats and in starches or carbohydrates since the 
latter are converted into fat by the body. 
As a 
rule fatty foods and those containing starch have 
to be almost elim inated to lose weight and their 
place taken by bulky foods which have fewer 
calories. 
Peo ple Do n’t Kno w 
M any people too, do not realize whole milk is 
more fattening than skim m ilk and some vege­ 
tables and fruits contain a lot more carbohydrate 
than others. 
Those desiring to k i e should have 
a diet for 
them .containing w hatever num ber of calories 
they will need. If the diet is followed rigidly the 
loss of weight will show up soon and after a while 
the stomach seems to adjust to sm aller quantities 
of food so that dieting becomes easier.
